Three of the precincts 
lacking are Agua Caliente, Sentinel 
and Morristown in Maricopa county, 
with a total*of seventy-seven votes, 
most of them usually Democratic, so 
the final result is not likely to be 
changed. There is probability of a 
recount.

Attack on Mussolini Stirs 
Wide Rioting 


Death and Injury Visited on 
Premier’s Opponents 


Officers Killed in Attempts 
to Stay Mobs 


ROME, Nov. 3. (#)—Death or in- 
jury has been inflicted on many per- 
sons of anti-Fascist tendencies 
throughout Italy by Fascists enraged 
over the latest attempt to assassi- 
nate Premier Mussolini. 

Large numbers of hostile persons 
are under arrest and others are being 
closely watched 

Confirmation from Bologna that the 
attempt by Anteo Zamboni to assas- 
sinate Premier Mussolini last Sunday 
involved a far-reaching plot, instead 
of being merely the act of a deranged 
youth, has created an intensely hos- 
tile feeling against anti-Fascists. Only 
the heroic efforts of militiamen and 
carabineers prevented greater blood- 
shed yesterday among the subversive 
elements which the Fascists in vari- 
ous cities and towns sought to pun- 


PEACEMAKERS INSPIRED 


at- 
tempted to hold back infuriated 
mobs who desired to attack the resi- 
dences of anti-Fascists or wreck op- 
position newspaper offices. Riotous 
demonstrations cocurred at Cagliari 
in Sardinia, and at Naples, Venice, 
Genoa and other places. 

Newspaper buildings were entered 
oy the angry Fascists and the plants 

. At Cagliari the manifes- 

nome attacked the offices of two 
newspapers and then held a demon- 
stration in front of the home of the 
anti-Pascist Deputy Lussu. A Fascist 
who climbed to the balcony of the 
Deputy’s residence was shot and 
killed by Lussu. The soldiers ener- 
getically beat back the crowd —_ 
attempted to lynch the Deputy. He 
was arrested. . 


PHILOSOPHER ATTACKED 

The home of the famous phi- 
losopher, Signor Croce, was wrecked 
by a mob in Naples, as also were the 
homes of several other members of 
the opposition in that city. 

Two Fascists and one carabineer 
were killed in Genoa when customs 
Officers and carabineers fired on bands 
of Fascists who were storming the 
residence of Signor Rossi, a Socialist 
lawyer. 

By decree issued by the Prefect of 
Police in Rome, twelve opposition 
newspapers and two magazines have 
been refused permission to publish 
and the licenses of several other or- 
gans were revoked 


BRITISH WOMAN HELD 
ON SEDITION CHARGE 


LONDON, Nov. 3. ()—-According to 
the Daily Sketch, Mrs. Algernon Sla- 
den, niece of Lord Dunmore. is im- 
prisoned at Volosca, near Fiume, 
Italy. The newspaper says she is 
charged with “Socialist utterances 
against Mussolini” while touring in 
Italy. Mrs. Sladen’s friends in En- 
gland are not aware of the circum- 
stances which led to her imprison- 
ment. 

The news of Mrs. Siaden's — 
onment, says the Sketch, reached 
London in a brief letter she wrote 
from her place of detention to a rela- 
tive, Mrs. Coke, sister of the planist, 
Mark Sambourg. The letter was dat- 
ed October 5, but gave no details 
concerning the circumstances of her 
arrest.

Canadians in 
United States 
Go Back Home 


OTTAWA (Ont.) Nov. 3. (Exclu- 
sive)—-More than 41,180 Canadians 
who have lived in the United States 
returned to the Dominion in the first 
seven months of 1926, according to 
® report issued by the Department 
of Immigration and Colonization. 

Repatriations during July alone, 
the report shows, numbered 6487. 
This was an increase of about 1000 
over the previous year’s figures. A 
large per cent of those who returned 
came from the New England States 
where they have Been working in fac- 
tories. They have taken up farm 
homes in Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, where they have 
found new opportunities for success 
in agriculture. 

Total immigration into Canada in 
the seven months ending August 1, 
was 86,480, compared with 51,400 dur- 
ing the same period of 1925, an in- 
crease of 60 per cent. Of the new- 
comers 33,142 came from the British 
Isles, 12,234 from the United States 
and 41,104 from other countries of 
the world. Nearly 40 per cent of the 
immigrants settled on the land. 

Prospects for a continued increase 
in immigration to the Dominion, it 
is said, are excellent. Immigration 
experts say that before the end of the 
year 125,000 new settlers will have 
entered Canada.

Complaint is made that this mere- 
ly leads to long and dilatory nego- 
tiations between the 
which may end in an accumulation 
of unsatisfactory notes, with the re- 
sponsibility for the killings never be- 
ing established. 

Texas justice is then attacked and 
the editorial ends with the state- 
ment that the Raymondsville inci- 
dent in itself is unimportant, but 
that it stands as an example of the 
treatment accorded Mexico by the 
strong American nation. 

COMPLAIN OF DELAY 

Universal's editorial is milder, but 
especiclly compares the time Gov. 
Ferguson allowed to lapse before 
making her report with Mexico's 
quick action in the Rosenthal case, 
and points out that it has been im- 
possible to establish the guilt in the 
Raymondsville lynching. It is de- 
clared that Mexico has the right to 
ask for the same protection for her 
citizens in the United States as the 
United States and European nations 
ask for their citizens here. ~ 

The article complains bitterly of 
“yellow journalism” in the United 
States and degrading motion-picture 
scenes which always picture Mexicans 
as bendits and savages. 

Here in Texas, in New York and 
elsewhere in the world, the editorial 
says, there are bound to be “explo- 
sions of bad instinct,” adding, “but 
we are able to state that lynching, 
which is one of the most cowardly 
methods of crime, is not counted 
among our delinquencies.” 

The editorial does not blame the 
American people for this injustice 
but places the blame on the policy 
adopted by the American govern- 
ment in such cases.

Weather Man 
Makes Study 
of Upper Air 


NEWPORT BEACH, Nov. 3.—The 
Weather Station maintained at Cor- 
ona Red Mar by <Antar Deraga is 
branching out and in the near fu- 
ture the station will broadcast no- 
tices to aviators as well as notices to 
mariners, it was announced today. 

Deraga, who every day gives out 
reports on the weather end winds for 
the navigators has taken up a new 
eourse and soon will start taking ob- 
servations of the upper air currents. 

The observation of the upper air 
currents is made by the use of pilot 
balloons. The balloons are inflated to 
thirty inches diameter with hydro- 
gen gas and then released from the 
observatory. With a special instrument 
known as the theodolite, the 
of the balloon is marked 
Gnally bursts at a high altitude. 

Measurement taken during the 
fight of the balloon give the ob- 
server the speed and direction of the 
various upper air currents. Accord! 
to Deraca as the balloon travels up 
in the air, it expands. The atmosphere 
becomes less oppressive until at a 
height of about 15,000 feet the bal- 
loon observations, the first ever to 
be taken in Orange county, will be 
started in the near future.

With a single exception, this State has 
elected Republicans to all State and na- 
tional offices, including United States Sen- 
ator, Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, mem- 
bers of Congress and various minor State 
offices. 

A single Democrat has been elected to 
Congress from California—Congressman 
Lea of the First District. 


Senator Shortridge, champion of the Cool- 


‘{dge administration, supporter of the World 
| Court, openly and maliciously opposed in 
the primary election by Senator Johnson 
and covertly fought by the Johnson leader- 
ship in the general election, wins by more 
than 100,000 majority. 

In the Ninth Congress District, where 
W. E. Evans, Republican nominee, sub- 
mitted his candidacy on a platform 


le | pledging whole-hearted support to the pol- 


icles and program of President Coolidge, 
the Republican victory is of large propor- 
tions. and C. H. Randall, Prohibitionist- 
Democrat, has been again defeated. 


C. C. Young and Buron Fitts, Republican 
nominees for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor, have been elected by tremen- 
dous majorities. 


The Republican party, 
President and the Republican national ad- 
ministration have received unequivocal ap 
proval. 


Incomplete returns indicate the probable 
election of Judge Curtis of San Bernardino 
to succeed himself as associate justice of 
the State Supreme Court, for the long 
‘term, and the electién of Judge Finlayson 
of Los Angeles for the unexpired term of 
the late Associate Justice Lennon. 


Supervisor Cogswell has apparently lost 
to Fred T. Beaty of Montebello, in the First 
Supervisorial District. Assemblyman Sidney 
T. Graves has defeated Councilman A. J. 
Barnes for Supervisor Woodley’s seat in 
the Third Supervisorial District. 


Sherif! Traeger has been reelected by 
a substantial margin, although his oppo- 
nent, former Captain of Police Detectives 
George K. Home, made a creditable showing 
and in many sections of the county was 
favored over the successful nominee. 


The need for a more modern vote-count- 
ing system in Los Afgeles was made em- 
phatic by the slowness of returns from 
this, the largest-voting section of the State. 
The incompleteness of figures from Los 
Angeles county, with over a third of the 
State’s registered vote, leaves in doubt at 
the hour of writing the fate of the most 
important propositions on the State bal 
lot—the Wright Act, the two highway meas 
ures, Nos. 4 and 8, and the two reappor- 
tionment propositions, Nos. 20 and 28. The 
south voted heavily in favor of retaining 
the Wright Act, for the Auto Club's high- 
way measure, No. 8, for Constitutional re 
apportionment, No. 26, and against the gas 
oline tax, No. 4, and Federal reapportion- 
ment, No. 28. In each of these instances 
the vote of the north was exactly the 
reverse. 


The Socialistic $500,000,000 water-power 
Measure and the plan to restore race- 
track gambling, two of the ballot’s most 
vicious measures, were badly beaten. 

Cause for gratification is to be found in 
the success of the bond issues to extend 
aid, to veterans and to erect State build- 
ings here and in the north. The success 
of this issue means an adequate State uni- 
versity for Los Angeles at an early date. 

The unjust food tax proposed in Proposi- 
tion No. 3, aimed at the oleomargarine in- 
dustry, was properly defeated. 

Of the results on Los Angeles city and 
county propositions the outstanding fea- 
ture was the apparent defeat of every 
bond issue but one—that for additional 
receiving hospitals. Among those seem- 
ingly beaten are the issues- providing for 
the completion of flood-control work, 
county beaches and parks, grade-crossing 
élimination, North-End realty purchases, 
mtd playgrounds and fire-department exten- 

ons. 

In some instances the work to have been 
done by means of these bonds is essential 
and must be financed by some other 
means. While The Times regrets the de 
feat of such measures, it believes to be 
a wholesome symptom the fact that the 
electorate is awake to our dangerous tend- 
ency to pile up a top-heavy public debt. 
Victory for the 9-cent levy for the Major 
Trafic Plan means a long forward step 
in solving the city’s congestion problem. 

Dog lovers are rejoicing over the defeat 
of the ill-considered and prcebably uncon- 
stitutional ordinance almed at our four- 
footed friends. Most real friends of the 
public service will approve the defeat of 
the city pension system, calculated to be of 
major benefit to the high-ealaried em- 
ployee at the expense of the rank and file. 

In genera: The Times is well satisfied 
with the results of the election and be- 
lieves that they reflect credit upon the 
judgment and discrimination of the electo 
rate. That the results, in the main, fol- 
lowed the recommendations of The Times 
is a tribute to the good sense of the pub- 
lic rather than to this journal.

NEW YORK RESULT 

It would be a serious mistake to attach 
much national significance to the result is 
New York, where Gov. Smith has been re- 
elected by a tremendous majority. In fact, 
the election figures should be interpreted 
less as a triumph for Smith than as a de- 
feat for William Randolph Hearst, who 


| fought Smith tooth and nail, and the han- 


dicap of Hearst's unasked support was 
more than Ogden L. Mills could overcome. 

It is in New York that Hearst's news- 
paper chain has its largest circulation and 
formerly had its greatest influence; an in- 
fluence apparently so great that Tammany 
Hall was led to make terms with the pub 
lisher and finally concluded an alliafce 
that lasted during most of the eight years 
of Hylan’s term as Mayor. S80 long as 
Charlies F. Murphy lived the alliance held, 
though younger Tammany leaders, particu- 
larly Smith, were as nearly in revolt as 
Tammany men can be and miss condign 
punishment. Murphy remained afraid of 
Hearst until] the day of his death. When 
the reins slipped from his chilling hands 
they were caught up by men who proceed- 
ed to prove what they had been saying for 
some time, that Hearst's political influence 
was a stuffed shirt. They kicked the bogy 
out of doors without more ado, 

The resulting fight not only deposed 
Hearst's puppet, Hylan, in the Mayoralty 
primaries, but intrenched Tammany almost 
as solidly in the other counties of the city 
as it had been intrenched in New York and 
Bronx counties. 

That the publisher-politicilan meditated 
revenge was patent to everyone, and that 
he hoped tu get it Im last Tuesday's Gov- 
ernorship fight also was patent from the 
moment of Smith's renomination. The pub- 
lisher assailed Smith with every weapon 
of misrepresentation and abuse. But the 
methods which had been fairly successful 
the first times they were tried—when 
Hearst himself was a candidate and missed 
by narrow margins both the Mayoralty of 
New York City and the Governorship of 
New York State—had become overfamiliar 


to New Yorkers. They did not swing votes 


‘now except in the direction of the man 


‘attacked. Mills was forgotten and voters 
all over the State took advantage of the 
opportunity to express their opinion of 
Hearst by casting cheir ballots for Smith. 
The New York election was a local and 
personal squabble and very little else, 


HE “AMERICAN SHAW” 

H. L. Mencken, the “smart Aleck” of 
American critics, is in Los Angeles for 
rest and recuperation. 

The Menckens of life are the entertain- 
ers, the comedians, who move across the 
cosmic stage and jeer at the serious actors, 
whisper tu the audience of thelr shortcom- 
ings and occasionally pull aside a curtain 
‘prop or a cardboard door to expose to the 
laudience the ugly brick wall behina the 
tinsel of che setting. To say that all this 
is unnceessary to the progress of the drama 
‘is begging the question; for what the au- 
|dience likes is necessary, more especially 
when it is willing to pay for the comment. 
The real point is that the drama an. the 
tinsel are more valuable to the soul of man 
than are the realities that we all know are 
there, but seek to avoid. To olurt out that 
there is mud between bricks of a beau- 
tiful building requires no great intelligence, 


but to say it cleverly and get people to 
listen to you takes wit and a knowledge of 
psychology. 

Mr. Mencken's choice of targets centers 
about the figures of the business men of 
the nation, the real-estate sellurs, the bank- 
ers, the builders of skyscrapers, automo 
biles and railroads, who are bunched under 
the name of Babbitt. The fact that these 
Babbitts built the train that fetched him 
here, the luxurious botel at which he lives 
and made tho hat, the sult and the shoes 
which he wears makes no difference to Mr. 
Mencken, nor does he ever mention it. His 
job is to flay them in ink and he has got 
rich doing it: That most of these men 
have practically the same opinions about 
life afd times as has Mr. Mencken and that 
most of them are as “civilized” in the 
amenities of living ag himself is of no con- 
sequence. He brands them as having built 
the nation fof their own use and forgets 
that all of us expend our energies with 
much the same purpose of mind, that is, to 
further our own happiness, and seemr also 
to lift himself out of the “boobois¢e” to 
which all the rest are condemned. To be 
entirely fair, however, would be apt to dull 
the cynicism and wit which is the Mencken 
forte. 

Nevertheless, if you like good clowning, 
read Mencken, for he is a master of jour- 
nalistic prose, but use your own judgment 
about accepting his criteria.
